Further, Examiner Collins asserts the following species: A) claim 13; B) 
claim 14; C) claim 15; D) working medium tank constructed of paper (in claim 17); E) 
working medium tank constructed of plastic (in claim 17); and F) claim 16. 

Applicant flirther 
elects Species C): claim 15 (working medium tank configured to burst in a predictable 
manner). Applicant respectfully submits that claims 1-12, 15, 18-20, and new claims 26- 
28 (after entrance of the present amendment) are readable on the elected invention and 
species. Applicant reserves the right to file a Divisional application for any claims 
readable on any non-elected invention.
